Admiral Mike M. Gilday 
Chief of Naval Operations 


Adm. Mike Gilday is the son of a Navy Sailor. A surface 
warfare officer, he is a native of Lowell, Massachusetts 
and a graduate of the U.S. Naval Academy. He holds 
master’s degrees from the Harvard Kennedy School and 
the National War College. 


At sea, he deployed with USS Chandler (DDG 996), 

USS Princeton (CG 59), and USS Gettysburg (CG 64). 
He commanded destroyers USS Higgins (DDG 76) and 
USS Benfold (DDG 65) and subsequently, commanded 
Destroyer Squadron 7, serving as sea combat 
commander for the Ronald Reagan Carrier Strike Group. 


As a flag officer, he served as commander Carrier Strike Group 8 embarked aboard 
USS Dwight D. Eisenhower (CVN 69), and as commander, U.S. Fleet Cyber 
Command and U.S. 10th Fleet. 


His staff assignments include the Bureau of Naval Personnel, staff of the Chief of 
Naval Operations, and staff of the Vice Chief of Naval Operations. Joint assignments 
include executive assistant to the Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff and naval aide 
to the President. 


As a flag officer, he served in joint positions as director of operations for NATO’s 
Joint Force Command Lisbon; as chief of staff for Naval Striking and Support Forces 
NATO; director of operations, J3, for U.S. Cyber Command; and as director of 
operations, J3, for the Joint Staff. He recently served as director, Joint Staff. 


He has served on teams that have been recognized with numerous awards and is the 
recipient of the Defense Distinguished Service Medal, Distinguished Service Medal, 
Defense Superior Service Medal (four awards), Legion of Merit (three awards), 
Bronze Star, Navy and Marine Corps Commendation Medal with Combat “V,” and 
the Combat Action Ribbon. 


Gilday began serving as the 32nd Chief of Naval Operations August 22, 2019. 


Rear Admiral Bruce L. Gillingham 
USS. Navy Surgeon General 


Rear Adm. Bruce L. Gillingham is a native of San Diego. He 
holds a Bachelor of Arts in Cultural Anthropology (with high 
honors) from the University of California, San Diego and a 
Doctor of Medicine from the Uniformed Services University 
of the Health Sciences. He is an inductee in the medical honor 
society of Alpha Omega Alpha. 


Gillingham completed an orthopedic residency at Naval Medical 
Center San Diego. He also completed subspecialty training as a 
pediatric orthopedic surgeon at the Hospital for Sick Children 
in Toronto, Canada in 1995. He qualified as an undersea and 
diving medical officer. 


He has served in various positions throughout Navy Medicine to include director of Pediatric 
Orthopedic and Scoliosis Surgery; Associate Orthopedic Residency Program director; and 
director of Surgical Services. While assigned to Naval Medical Center San Diego, he was 
instrumental in establishing the Comprehensive Combat and Complex Casualty Care Center 
(C5). 


Operationally, he served aboard the hospital ship USNS Mercy (T-AH-19) as staff orthopedic 
surgeon and as director of surgical services. He deployed in support of Operation Iraqi 
Freedom II as battalion chief of Professional Services (Forward) for the 1st Force Service 
Support Group and officer in charge of the Surgical Shock Trauma Platoon, achieving a 

98 percent combat casualty survival rate while providing echelon II surgical care during 
Operation Phantom Fury. 


Gillingham also served as deputy chief, Bureau of Medicine and Surgery, Readiness & 

Health; commander, Navy Medicine West; commander, Naval Medical Center San Diego; 
deputy commander, Naval Medical Center Portsmouth; commanding officer, Naval Hospital 
Jacksonville, Florida; Pacific Fleet surgeon, and Fleet surgeon and director, Health Services, 
US. Fleet Forces. While in the Pacific, he led efforts to assist the Vietnam People’s Navy in 
creating an Undersea and Hyperbaric Medical program, and in the re-location of Navy Medica 
Research Unit-2 to Singapore. In 2011, he served as the Joint Support Force-Japan Surgeon 

in the aftermath of the Fukushima Nuclear Disaster, ensuring the safety of over 200,000 U.S. 
citizens, service members and families. 


He is a diplomat of the American Board of Orthopedic Surgery, a fellow of the American 
Academy of Orthopedic Surgeons, and the American Orthopedic Association and a member 
of the American College of Physician Executives, Society of Military Orthopedic Surgeons 
and Association of Military Surgeons of the United States. He has published over 30 scientific 
articles and book chapters. In his previous assignment, he served as the director, Medical 
Resources, Plans and Policy (N0931), Office of the Chief of Naval Operations. 


Gillingham’s personal awards include the Legion of Merit (eight awards), Meritorious Service 
Medal, Navy and Marine Corps Commendation Medal (two awards), Navy and Marine Corps 
Achievement Medal, Iraq Campaign Medal with the Eagle Globe, and Anchor device with 
bronze star and the Fleet Marine Force ribbon. 


Rear Admiral Tom R. Cullison 
Medical Corps, U.S. Navy (Retired) 


Rear Admiral Cullison has been actively 
involved in health policy and international health 
engagement issues since retiring in 2010 following a 
38-year career that culminated in service as Deputy 
Surgeon General of the Navy. He is currently a 
Senior Associate at the Global Health Policy Center 
of the Center for Strategic and International Studies 
focusing on Department of Defense contributions 
to United States health security. Until recently he 
served as senior advisor to the Uniformed Services 
University’s Center for Global Health Engagement. 


His Navy career began as a surface warfare and saturation diving officer. 

Dr. Cullison received his doctor of medicine degree in 1979 from Indiana 
University School of Medicine, completed orthopaedic surgery residency at 
Naval Medical Center, San Diego and served in a variety of clinical assignments 
involving direct patient care, graduate medical education and operational 
deployments. 


His Navy Medicine leadership career began in San Diego as Surgeon General 
Specialty Leader for Orthopaedic Surgery and Director of Surgical Services. 
He later served as Deputy Commander Naval Medical Center Portsmouth, 
Commanding Officer Naval Hospital Camp Lejeune, Fleet Surgeon, U.S. 
Pacific Fleet, Command Surgeon U.S. Pacific Command, Medical Officer of 
the Marine Corps, Commander Naval Medical Center Portsmouth (VA) and 
Commander Naval Medicine East. He held academic appointments at the 
University of California San Diego School of Medicine and the Uniformed 
Services University of the Health Sciences. He is a Fellow of the American 
Academy of Orthopaedic Surgeons, the Society of Military Orthopaedic 
Surgeons and the American Orthopaedic Association.
